SUBSTITUTE FOR POTASH. 

While we have just had a vigorous and, 
at times, somewhat heated contest over the 
proper mode of applying ground limestone 
to the soil for the purpose. of increasing its 
fertility, there has been no disagreement 
among the chemists upon the point that it is 
of value in releasing in soluble form im- 
portant plant food which the soil already 
contains in abundance. 

American farmers generally have ignored 
the use of lime and ground limestone whose 
function is to release for plant consumption 
the native potash in the soil, because they 
have been able to supply ready potash as 
one of the ingredients of the commercial 
fertilizers employed. This method has 
seemed easier; it is also more expensive. It 
is a good thing for the German chemists 
who have supplied us with potash by the 
shipload, when we have had an abundance 
of it right at hand, and who have conducted 


a propaganda whose purpose has been to. 


make us think we couldn't get along with- 
out it. 

Doesn't it seem a little far-fetched that 
we should bé compelled to import millions 
of tons of potash from Germany to grow 
crops upon a soil whose natural fertility we 
have trumpeted abroad? The fertility is 
there, if we will only take the pains to make 
it available. Potash is one of these essential 
fertility ingredients. The problem is to get 
it into soluble form so that it may be taken 
up in water by the plant. This is the func- 
tion of lime or gréund limestone. 

Reports from the Woburn experiment 
station in England show that where lime 
was applied to soil which had not been so 
treated in a long period of years: its pro- 
ductivity was increased nearly 500 per cent. 
The United States bureau of soils says in 
the majority of 13,000 experiments the value 
ot commercial fertilizers was greatly in- 
creased by the .use of lime along with it. 
One Alabama county reported increased 
vields ‘of 129 per cént as a gesult of its use, 
and the average increase for several coun- 
ties in that state was 22 per cent. 

The Constitution takes no part in the 
controversy as to how lime should be ap- 
plied, nor are we concerned with the prob- 
lem as to whether it makes the soil alkaline, 
neutral or what not. These are questions 
for the soil expert and the chemist. 

What we are concerned wit}? in the mter- 
ests of the Georgia farmer and the increased 
productivity of Georgia soil is the use of a 
simple method of getting the potash out of 
the ground and into the plant, without pay- 
ing Germany many hundreds of thousands 
of dollars every year for a product which we 
already have in prolific abundance. 

The chemists may disagree over techni- 
ecalities, but if the Georgia farmer will put 
lime in his soil in proper proportion he will 
get a bigger, better yield without the neces- 
sity of signiig crop notes for German potash.

Occasionally the name of Percival Far- 
quhar is mentioned in the financial district 
by those who wonder what has become of 
him. No one has been found who is able or 
willing to answer the question. He was the 
center of observation and comment a few 
years ago, partly because it was known that 
he had obtained the confidence of several 
of the South American governments and 
partly because he planned and attempted to 
execute a scheme involving consolidation 
and expansion of important railway systems 
of the United States. 

Mr. Farquhar’s triumphs in South Amer- 
ica were sometimes compared with the lead- 
ership of Cecil Rhodes in South Africa. Some 
of his plans entailed as great imagination as 
that display by Rhodes when he undertook 
the promotion of a railroad from Cape Town 
to Cairo, in Africa. 

One of the features associated with Far- 
quhar’s spectacular relations with / South 
American development was often commented 
upon by those who knew him in his young 
manhood in this city, for he then seemed 
to have no qualifications for, more important 
work than that which a good accountant 
was capable of doing. He was, after the 
South American ventures began, sometimes 
spoken of as a second Henry Meiggs, but 
that was not a good comparison, for Meiggs 
was primarily an engineer, and the con- 
Structive railroad work .which he did in 
Chile and Peru reflected higher ability even 
than that which enabled him to persuade 
~Chile and Peru to undertake the construc- 
tion of railroads from the Pacific coast over 


the Andes mountains. 
Is Now Prostrate. 
Bolivia now is prostrate, although a 
country as rich as Bolivia is cannot long 


remain in that condition. The prostration is 
due to the collapse, probably temporary, of 
the plans which Farquhar was undertaking, 
and which involved railway construction on 
a large scale and the development of some 
of the natural resources of that republic. 
Some twenty years ago the capital of 
3olivia was brought into railway communi- 
cation with the Pacific coast through the 
construction of the railroad which pene- 
trated the rich nitrate regions of northern 
Chile. That railroad furnished the chief 
means for transportation of nitrate from the 
mines to the seaport. <After it was con- 


structed its revenue caused it to be esteem- 


ed one of the richest railways in the world 
in earning capacity. ' 

This railroad ‘was constructed by co- 
operation between English and some Amer- 
ican capitalists and Bolivia. The Bolivian 
government became persuaded that by some 
skillful methods of bookkeeping Bolivia had 
been made to furnish almost all of the capi- 
tal. An unpleasant condition of affairs fol- 
lowed what Bolivia believed to be a dis- 
closure of this kind. The railroad property 
at last passed into the exclusive possession 
of English capitalists. 

' When Mr. Farquhar appeared in Boiivia 
he persuaded the Bolivian government to 
grant him extensive concessions and also to 
facilitate his plan of securing possession of 
this railroad, for it was to be the core of the 
entire Bolivian railway system. This was 
done because Farquhar promised greatly to 
expand the railway systems of Bolivia and 
so to construct them that they would make 
possible transportation from various fields 
capable of rich development to the coast. 
“One of these plans for which Bolivia 
granted a concession involved the construc- 
tion of a railroad running southeasterly 
from the capital of Bolivia to a district 
which was believed to contain as rich petro- 
leum resources as could be found anywhere 
in the world. Farquhar promised to demon- 
strate to Bolivia the natural wealth which 
was in these undeveloped oil lands. In order 
to do that he purchased drilling apparatus 
and caused it to be transported from Argen- 
tina through lower Bolivia to the pre- 
sumptive oil fields. The cost of this. trans- 
portation, exclusive of the fnachinery itself, 
was $40,000. Within a short time after the 
drilling began, oil was reached and there 
was a great flow of it. This demonstration 
persuaded Bolivia that she had acted wisely 
in granting a concession to Farquhar for 
the construction of a railroad to the oil 
fields and also for developing the oil prop- 
erties. 

In the northern part of Bolivia the 
streams which flow down from the Andes 
mountains and have been flowing for ages 
have been demonstrated to contain rich 
deposits of gold which has been washed by 
the action of the streams from the moun- 
tain sides. Kut it has been impossible to 
work these rich placer deposits to commer- 
cial advantage because there is no trans- 
portation. The streams themselves are not 
navigable and the placer fields are hundreds 
of miles from the nearest railway station. 
Among Farquhar’s other plans to be worked 
out at a later date than those which en- 
tailed immediate consideration was the con- 
struction of a railroad which would touch, 
by means of branches from the main line, 
these alluvial gold fields. 

In eastern Bolivia there are vast tracts 
of wild coffee. These 
to the government. Samples of the coffee 
have been tested im the United States and the 
tests show that it is of superior quality, 
probably better than any other coffee grown 
on the American continent. But this re- 
eource is unavailable because there is no 
transportation for it. Mr. Farquhar had in 
mind the construction of railroads which 
would reach the coffee fields. 

A Sudden Check. 

undertaking. vast as it was, 
Bolivia was asked to contribute nothing 
excepting the concessions. These having 
been obtained, Farquhar undertook to se- 
cure the necessary capital from time to 
time as it was needed in London or upon 
the continent of Europe. His credit was 
high and the concessions were themselves 
an exeellent security. The particular form 
of financing which Farquhar undertook was 
a matter of onlv passing interest to the 
folivian government. It was enough to 
know that he was obtaining the money and 
was expending it in strict observance with 
the terms of the contract. 

Two years ago Farquhar was in need of 
additional capital and called upon his Buro- 
bankers for advances, offering ade-

FARMERS SHOULD STANDARDIZE 
THEIR PRODUCTS; BUSINESS MEN 


. 
BY CHARLES J. HADEN, 
President Georgia Chamber of Commerce, 

The editorial entitled “Find a Market” in 
The Constitution of the 27th is so intensely 
relevant, and our chember being therein 
called on, let us say for your information 
and the public: 

In anticipation of the boll weevil, we 
began most earn@tly a year ago a campaign 
for reduced cotton acreage and a campaign 
for the development of home markeis for 
foodstuffs. To this end we had meetings 
in Valdosta, Quitman, Macon and other 
points. Fearing that the merchants and 
farmers in middle and southern Georgia 
would not provide in time acclimated small 
Srain for seed purposes, we have recently 
taken up the matter with the trade bodies 
of Cartersville, Dalton, Calhoun and other 
points in the sections of Georgia where 
small grain is very largely produced, getting 
those who had grain for sale in direct com- 
munication with the dealers and farmers 
of south Georgia. We are rounding up, as 
fast as we can, all the seed grain for sale 
in Georgia, and putting this information 
at the command of the trade bodies in south 
and middle Georgia. 

Home Market Abundant. 

The home market for wheat is abundant 
already. Georgia produced, as shown by 
the last census year, 752,000 bushels of wheat. 
The commercial flour mills of Georgia an- 
nually consume an aggregate of 5,650,000 
bushels of wheat, or about nine times the 
quantity grown in Georgia; that is tu say, 
that Georgia mills must buy from the north- 
west approximately 90 per cent of all they 
Erind into flour. These milling concerns and 
their approximate capacity and locations are 
as follows: 

Atlanta mills use approxinixtely 3,000,- 
060 bushels: Dalton, 750,000 bushels: Adairs- 
Ville, 600,000 bushels; Macon, 300,000 bush- 
els; Augusta, 300,000 bushels: Columbus, 300,- 
000 ‘bushels; Juliette, 300,000 bushels: Stone 
Mountain, 109000 bushels. This does not in- 
clude community mills, ‘these having a re- 
stricted distribution 

Perhaps the one item in which the ear- 
nest and organized attention of our people 
eculd work the swiftest reform with tne 
largest saving is hay. The market is every-

where. * The fault lies usually with the 
farmer, who neglects to cure his hay prop- 
erly and to standardize his bajing. The hay 
is not thoroughly teddered in the field while 
it is curing, and is thus baled in an wUn- 
sound condition. Different varieties are 
mixed, contrary to the custom of the trade. 
The dealer and the consumer both prefer 
to buy hay that not only is good, but that 
looks good. 

Our chamber appointed a carefully chosen 
committee -of three trained in the matter 
of marketing farm products, and we are 
sending herewith theixreport. It deals with 
the question of selection, sacking, packing, 
baling and otherwise marketing up to the 
present commercial standards. It is worth 
large publicity. Whenever the growers of 
these products standardize them for markets 
they will find them also standardized for 
money advances, but not otherwise. 

Corn on the Cob. 

Corn on the cob, hauled into town loose 
in the wagon body, with the sound and 
unsound ears and nubbins mixed, finds a 
dull market. If corn is culled, shelled and 
placed in proper sacks and the sacks stitched 
(not tied in a pucker), it will then, and then 
only, bring western prices. These facts are 
typical and basic. Our people in Georgia 
lose thousands and thousands of dollars 
because in the preparation for marketing. 
they fail to observe the regulations, long 
established, and which will not bend to the 
whims of any individual. 

There was, perhaps, never a time when 
the business men of the towns and cities 
were more willing to provide markets. I 
have submitted the question of a grain ele- 
vator to Mr. Asa G. Candler, and he ad- 
vises me that he will consider it as soon 
as other problems, which he has immedi- 
ately in hand, are disposed of. A number 
of towns in Georgia are now considering 
srain elevators and packing houses. Moul- 
trie will open in a few days a handsome 
packing house built by Chicago standards: -

In less than four years they paid oft the 
mortgage, all indebtedness to me and to- 
day they are comparatively rich. Their land 
is easily worth $100 per acre. Foodstufis 
have accomplished this result. By reducing 
our cotton crop and diversifying our. farm- 
ing, I believe the south can do still better, 
and then our. greatest benefit may be the 
encouragement to the rising generation. 
My friend, Dr. Hillis, who is at present lec- 
turing in the south, told me this week that 
his father sold many a bushel of corn at 
from 10 to 12 cents, and in my boyhood 
days | have burned many a bushel for fuel.

Three Hundred Bars, Stocked With Full Lines of Foreign and Domestic Goods, Running Wide Open in Atlanta, the Largest “Dry” City in the Country, Not to 
Speak of Blind Tigers and Bootleg Joints, Declares Eminent Jurist; Police Desperately Attempt to Enforce Law, But Admit Failure, and 
Dissatisfaction Is Widespread; Points to U. S. Government Records to Prove There Is a Greater Number of Violations of 
Internal Revenue Law Under Prohibition Than at Any Time Within History of State. 


The Anti-Saloon League of Colorado has _ been 
‘‘called’’ by Supreme Court Justice Spencer R. Atkin- 
son, of Atlanta, Georgia, who says Prohibition in Geor- 
gia is a miserable failure and that the people now fully 
realize that a monumental blunder was committed when 
local option was defeated.

that there are three hundred open bars, where all kinds 
of liquor are served, and so many dives, bootleg joints 
and illicit stills that the police are well-nigh frantic be- 
cause of their inability to stop violations of law.

COLORADO BUSINESS MEN’S HOME RULE

‘‘There are at present something in the neighborhood 
of 300 places in the city of Atlanta licensed as ‘near beer’ 
saloons, where there can be bought at any time over the 


_counter, as in the olden times, beers of all classes, both 


foreign and domestic. IF THERE HAS BEEN A BOT- 
TLE OF ‘NEAR BEER’ SOLD IN THE STATE OF 


GEORGIA IN THE LAST THREE YEARS IT IS NOT 
WITHIN THE KNOWLEDGE OF ANY POLICE OF- 
FICER WITHIN THE STATE. The ‘near beer’ saloons 
are licensed regularly under the laws of the State of 
Georgia.

Washington, October 30.—Efforts to 
re-adiust conditions in the foreign eX- 
change market were continued here to- 
day at a conference between Sir George 
Paish and Basi] B. Blackett, represent- 
ing the English treasury, Governor 
Hamlin and Paul M. Warburg, of the 
federal reserve board and A. H. Wig- 
gin and Penjamin Strong, Jr., repre- 
senting New York Danks. 

The conference adjourned to 
again tomorrow without reaching the 
point where a definite agreement was 
announced. These present took a 
pledge of secrecy as to any plans pro- 
posed. 

Despite the lack of official disclos. 
ures, however, it was apparent tonight 
that the conferences have resulted in 
concrete proposals designed to take 
care of American obligations to Eng- 
land in a manner satisfactory to Amer- 
ican bankers, the treasury department 
and the English government. Sir 
George, it was understood tonight, was 
able to cable his government details 
of the way in which American bankers 
plan to meet their obligations. It gen- 
erally has been acknowledged here for 
several days that Kngland would not 
insist on actual cash at a period When 
this nation is putting in a new bankK- 
ing system. Short term paper has 
been discussed as one way to avoid 
gold payments until American exports 
may reduce the balance of trade. Ac- 
ceptances for foreign shipments run- 
ning for sixty or ninety days with the 
indorsement of banks in this country 
were suggested tonight as a means 
to this end and it was pointed out 
also that New York bankers may feel 
in a ion to ganize a syndicate 
to issue short term “securit! es accepta.
